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Llalravagauce of the Times. 
The past few years have been marked in 
this countrv by the raj>id accumulations of 
fortunes. This has l>©eu especially true in 
our large citii s, where the oppuj I unities of 
smsssiuK wealth have lx en very great, and 
this rapid acquisition of wealth has been 
acconi|»anied by an extravagance in the 
style of living and a recklessness of expen- 
diture which is ruiijous in its influence 
upon the community. Large fortune* bat* 
been easily tnade, and are spent without 
care or thought of the future. 

One illustration of this extravagance is 
6een in tue style and furnishing of the 
houses which are now built and occupied. 
The millionaire erects a palace, and tills it 
with the costliest productions gathered 
from every land. Those in moderate 
means imitate these lenders to the utmost 
extent of their credit. Kvc ry man si-eks to 
• mtdo his neighbor in display or ex|»endi- 
ture, and this bad spirit of emulation is 
productive of great injury to the people. 
The iucreassc in the cost oi living has been 
greatly puhanced on account of this ta^te 
for an extravagant siyle of life. Many 
vouug men are prevented from marrying 
by the enormous cost «>t supporting an es- 
tabii.-h:iieni, and families in comlortabie 
cLrcutnstauces niid it utterly impossible to 
live in a style corresponding to conven- 
tional ideas; And thus wicu-ty M m<»re and* 
more composed of wealthy magnates and 
th >se who imitate their extravagance to 
their own ruin. The styles and maguili- 
cence of the new houses to which we allude 
ma v l>e gathered from a few instances in 
New Voik. 

Several house*, recently i reeled, of only 
twenty-live feet front, but built with great 
elegance, and of the most costly materials, 
have l>eeu sold for sixty and seventy thou- 
sand dollars. Tht-se houses tent for six 
aud seven thousand dollars a year, aud 
they are lurnished in a manner as luxu- 
rious as the palaces cf the old world. 
Larger dwellings, built in the same style, 
are valued at two and three hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

Of course, every imaginable comfort and 
convenience are combined in such houses, 
and the most lavish expenditure is made 
for the sake ot display. The single item of 
mantel-pieces involves an outlay o,l -thou- 
sands oi dollars, these useless ornaments 
being made often of the choicest marble 
cu .ed in Italy by skillful artists. The 
plate glass and gas fixtures in a single 
iiouse nave been estimated to cost twenty 
thousand dollars. Furnished houses of this 
class have commanded a rental of tire hun- 
dred to a thousand dollars a month; and 
when it is r< memltered that the rental is 
rarely one-tilth of the cost of living, the 
extravagance of the times can be MStiic.au d. 

Such extravagance is a siu and a shame. 
It is useless to say that the money thus ex 
pended goes into tbe pockets of the woik- 
lug ela-ses, lor their wages are not iu- 
* in proportion to the elegance of the 
ujkhj which they labor. The ex- 
i is detrimental to public morality ; it 
excites a morbid craving for wealth lor 
pur|»oee* of display. Comfort and happi- 
ness, and often honor and life, are sacri- 
ficed in order to gratify a vicious ta^te and 
nourish a baneiul selfishness. 

Luxury b- gets dissipation and vice and 
misery; and the exhibition of profuse 
v n -alth and unnecessary magnificence, in a 
country like ours, engenders public corrup- 
tion aud private covetousuesa. It is diffi- 
cult lo say where this extravagance will 
cease, for it seems to be still upon the iu- 



When emulation in display exists in the 
different classes of society, it is to be feared 
that the end will com* ouly by general 
bankruptcv and] ruin. Where money is re- 
garded ana sought only lor the gratification 
o: • \ !.-..••. .. i : and used to incit - ri- 

valry aud disp:ay, the result must be disas- 
trous and when people are esiimated 
merely according to tBeir exhibition of 
wealth, and not lor personal excellence or 
intelligence, the tone of social life must 
rapidly deteriorate. 

It is time for reform in this matter. In 
view of the dangers whieh menace us from 
this cause, in view of duty as the stewards 
of God, and in view of the influence which 
the rich have upon the community, we call 
upon men of wealth, and especially Christ- 
ian men, to set the example of virtuous 
economy to the middle and poorer class* i, 
Mi to make a decided effort to stc-m the 
tide of extravagance and love of display 
e land.

The Old School aud Politics. 

The Old School Presbyterian Synod of 
Michigan has just closed its session at De- 
li ! - .. Among tho items of business we 
find a synopsis of its action on political 
questions, showing that the F*esbyterians 
of Michigan differ with those of Kentucky 
somewhat on the g reat movements of the 
past four years: 

The special order for Saturday evening 
was the report of the Committee on the 
State of the Country and the relation of the 
Church to the Freed men and Relugees. 
Elder Greene, of Ypsilauti, in behalf of the 
Committee, submitted the report. It was 
well and carefully writteu, expressing 
thanksgiving to God that peace had sgaiu 
returned to bless our country, and thank- 
ing the Almighty that, during our struggle 
for self-government, lie had blotted out the 
national curse of slavery. It earnestly af- 
firmed tho duty of this Church to exert it- 
self in aiding and educating the freedmen 
whom the war had thrown upon their 
hands, and elevating them to a higher so- 
cial position. But the portion attracting 
(Jm meal attention, and eliciting the deep- 
est interest, was a clause in the resolutions, 
solemnly deprecating, as endangering the 
Of the nation, the wholesale pardon- 
ing of those who had wickedly sought its 
destruction, and had carried grief and 
mourning into every hamlet aud almost 
every household throughout the land. 
This produced a profound sensation, aud 
iu voting, the members of the Synod seem- 
ed to realize the importance of their bear- 
ing testimony on this subject. The resolu- 
tions were ad qued unanimously by a ris- 
ing vote. 

it- v. Mr. Campbell then made a motion 
that the resolutions on the state Of ihp coun- 
try bo engrossed and transmitted to the 
Nr votary of State, with a request to for- 
ward them to the President. 

Rev. Geo. Willard, of Battle creek, pre- 
sented a pieamiUe and resolution, taking 
proper notice of the death of President Lin- 
coln, and assuring President Johnson that 
this body appreciates the difficulties of his 
position ami th^ responsibilities that de- 
volve upon him; which were adopted. 

Elder Geo. S. Frost, of Detroit, was ap- 
pointed to engross these resolutions, iu con- 
nection with those on thest itet)f the coun- 
try, and to fcrwaid them both to Washing- 
ton. 

latum of Explorers from the Vermillion 
Lake Gold District. 

Messrs. Henry and Richard Fames, 
whose recent geological exploration of the 
North Shore region, resulted in the discov- 
eries of rich gold deposits at Vermillion 
Lske, arrived iu this city last eveuing, the 
near approach of winter in that hyperbo- 
rean region having compelled them to stw- 
pend their labors there for this season. 
They report the mines, from surfaca indi- 
cations, as rich of those of California, aud 
Irom the complete analogy of the geologi- 
cal associations they iufer that the aurif- 
erous iMrmatiou extends through this whole 
volcanic upliit, which they regard as a spur 
of the Rocky Mountain range. Mr. Rich- 
ard Fames informs us that they folio weil 
on" gold-bearing quarts even for over seven 
miles, but the couutry, which is covered 
with pine woods and intenq>ersed with fre- 
quent swamps, is so intricate that the work 
of exploration is necessarily slow; and the 
setting in of cold weather and the forma- 
tion of io» in the streams warned them of 
the nece-sfrity of abandoning the survey for 
the present. Vermillion Lake they repre- 
sent as a most beau'iful aud pic'uresque 
labrynth of water aud woods, and rockx, 
whose, shores present such a tortuous maze 
ot promontories and windings, as lo make 
it altogether without being lost. 

Thev have cut a direct trail alons the di- 
vide from Duluth to Vermillion Lake, aud 
the people of Lake Shore are now making 
a wagon read through the woods to tbs 
same point, twenty-seven miles of which 
are now complete. The whole distance is 
sixty miles. 

The Messrs. Eames have brought numer- 
ous specimens of gold-bearing rock with 
them. We are promised fuller and more 
detailed particulars o; their surveys and 
discoveries at another time.— St. Paul Press, 
29th ult. 



Incidents ot the Solar Eclipse. 

A letter to the St. Louis Republican, from 
Paducah, Ky., says: During the progress 
of tbe eclipse 1 had my attention attracted 
to some singular and interesting phenome- 
na connected with it which I had never no- 
ticed before, though I have no doubt of 
their occurrence at every solar eclipso, 
where the scenery and the circumstances 
are the same, or similar. Standing before 
our house aud hall door are two large oak 
trees, still covered with their green foiiage, 
through the interstices or openings of which 
the rays of the sun find admittance. I had 
my attention called to the singular ajipear- 
snces presented where the rays of the sun 
fell on the hall floor, when I found that 
•Mb pencil or collection of raya formed a 
complete image of the suu as iu the eclipse, 
varying in size accordiug to tho number of 
rays or size of tbe aperture, some of them 
being larger and some smaller. On step- 
ping out of doors, aud looking at the side 
ot the house', where the rays through the 
fodage Ml on it, I observed the same ap- 
pearances. Aud they continued to repre- 
sent the sun, iu all its phases, during the 
eclipse. 

It was doubtless on the principle of the 
c ■ > ra obseura, as I noticed that the im- 
ages were all inverted. But the mystery 
with me was, that the rays forming theso 
images, coming as they did through inter- 
stices among the foiiage, not round, but of 
all shaites, with jagged edges, should form 
perfect images, aud all alike! Indeed, so 
MX* ot and plain were they, that being seat- 
■d in the house, just before the lormaiion of 
tbe ring, a carpenter at work under the 
tie«»s, and noticing the appearance on the 
side of house, called fo me that tho ring 
was formed, which, on going out and view- 
ing the sun, I found to oe the case. 



Milttakt School in Virginia.— The au- 
thorities ol Virginia had proposed to resus- 
citate the Military School of tbe State and 
taken some steps toward it. The Govern- 
ment, very properly we think, has placed a 
veto on the measure. There are a great 
iny things that the Stato needs more 
tUuii it needs a Military School, and there 
are many which it v. aid be more becom- 
ing, under the circumstances, to give a pre- 
oeuence in legislative and executive con- 
sideration. A Farm School would furnish 
the Stale with more valuable results, and 
be a greater benefit to all classes of the peo- 
ple. There is, probably, no one of the 
States lately in insurrection, that is destined 
to undergo a greater or more desirable 
change in its style of agriculture than Vir- 
ginia. The reclamation of waste land will 
l>o a great work for free labor, aud will add 
immensely to tbe wealth of the country 
when it is accomplished. We hope the 
wisdom of the authorities and the enter- 
prise of the people will be turned to tue im- 
provement of that beautilul State, to popu- 
lar education by means of free scboola, to 
the elevation of the white and colored peo- 
ple in the scale of intelligence, industry and 
happiness. 

The United States Military Academy, we 
hope, will be able to supply all the military 
training that our country will r> quire for 
generations to come, and as it will now be 
exonerated from the sectionalism which ap- 
pears to have infected it to some extent 
heretofore, it may be safely relied on, with- 
out local or private schools having a mili- 
tary character.— Pittsburg Commercial.

Possible Consequences. 

The death of Lord Palmerston may very 
possibly be followed by important changes 
in the policy of Great Britatn. The fkmoaa 
declaration of John Bright, that no reform 
movement could be successful during the 
life-tiuie of the late premier, will now be 
brought to a practical test. 

Palmerston's personal popularity was so 
immense that it had a remarkable power of 
.ling the English people to political 
tutelage; but now that he is no more, tbe 
general clamor for reform will find no one 
to withstand, as he alone could, the popular 
passion*, or to ovarawe, as he alone could, 
tbe members of tbe house of commons. Mr. 
Gla< '.stone, whose sympathies for enlarged 
political liberties are well known, will be 
i be oracle of parliament; and whether tbe 
official mantle of Palmerston falls upon 
Russell or Clarendon, both of them, being 
members of tbe house of peers, aredebarrecl 
fr .ni any influence in the popular branch 
of the English legislature. 

Upon the foreign policy of Great Britain, 
the demise of Lord Palmerston may also 
have an effect. That unconquerable dis- 
trust for Great Britain which prevails ou 
tbe continent of Europe was the result of 
want of faith in the political integrity of 
Lord Paltnerstou, aud the increasiug con- 
viction of his exaggerated confidence in the 
French Emperor. It is probable that the 
relations of Great Britain with foreign pow- 
ers will become more friendly, and that a 
sincere desiro for peace and good will, so 
far as the French uation is concerned, will 
no longer be allowed to degenerate into a 
-lavish glorification of tho usurper of the 
second empire. The complications with 
this country arc aleo likely to receive a 
more peaceable solution, now that our 
arcli-eijem v has departed, and his influence 
is no longer exerted to overpower Earl 
Etasaell'l b«ttec convictions.— Chicago Re- 
publican. 

Anotrr Indorsing.— To indorse, accord- 
ing to Webster, is to write on the back of a 
paper or written instrument. He also 
says, in modern usage it means to give 
sanction or currency to; as, to indorse a 
statement or the opinions of another. In 
very nil dem usage, that is, for two or three 
months past, the word in this sense is fa- 
miliar to every body, having gained prev- 
alence in unexpected quarters, both South 
and North. 

Indorsing — etj'niologically, in and dor- 
sum, on the back — is what is called in 
Saxon Kiudtta, backup; asbackinga letter. 
But it shall not answer always to confound 
the terms. Mounting afhorse is not called 
indorsing but backing, as Barbary, King 
Richard's stood, was backed by Boling- 
broke, and as Tyler and Fillmore were 
backed and bard ridden to tbe end of their 
race. "Call you that backing of your 
friends? A plague upon such backing,' 7 
said fmi Sir Jobu. Backing the sails, too, is 
a way the sailors have of makiug the ship 
a tern instead of forward. But the best 
idea of some of the very modem process of 
Indorsement can be got from Webster's 
definition of the nautical phrase "backing 
the anchor." "It is," he says, "to lay down 
a small anchor ahead of a large one, the 
cable of the small one being fastened to tbe 
crown of the large one, to prevent its com- 
fm§ kotntm" Backing the anchor was hardly 
:ry, after our storm was over and the 
large one had held the good ship safely at 
her moorings. Those who did it must have 
bad an eye to the "splicing of the main- 
bra that is, an allowance of grog. 



Tiik Prussian Soldikk Fifty Years 
Aoo.— The commissariat and clothing were 
sliamelul. The soldier received daily two 
pounds of badly baked am muni lion bread, 
aud one pound of meat a week. His uni- 
form was made of such coarso and sloven- 
ly-woven cloth, that lo use a popular ex- 
pression of the time — pea9 could be sown 
through it. The coats were cut away from 
the chest, so that the stomach was exposed. 
In summer they wore canvass trousers, and 
in these the soldiers, who had no overalls 
nor cloaks, wore obliged to bivouac iu the 
cold autumn night of 1806. The white 
;it was not a real thing, but only a 
rag MW9 on to the coat. The cloth, too, was 
cut so close that the man who was thrust 
into this uniform could scarcely move, and 
>-t cod "iiko a doll, whose arms and legs 
could only be moved to a certain point." 
The torment of pigtails and powder was al- 
most incredible. An accurate measure- 
ment of the regimental .pigtails was a great 
feature of the Prussian an of war. There 
were in the army captains whose queues 
trailed on the ground, and required from 
■sranty to eighty yards of ribbon. It hap- 
pened, at times, that a Prussian field nmr- 
tfctf at a grand parade would draw from his 
pocket the normal pigtail, and close his re- 
proof of any officer whose men did not 
reach the standard, with the magniticent 
dictuui: "Ah, general, it is cruelly difficult 
to make a good queue." — Wraxall. 



The Macon (Ga.) Journal says that the 
abolition of slavery has removed one em- 
baaaaamant to Southeru progress which 
formerly existed, the aversion of white la- 
borers to come in competion with slaves, 
and the consequent dilficulty in procuring 
immigration of foreign white labor. Com- 
petition now will be between freedmen, and 
if whites, with their superior intelligence 
and opportunities, their habits of industry 
and economy, cannot successfully compete 
with the blacks, why the blacks will de- 
serve success. Whichever of the two class- 
es, however, predominates in the contest, 
the very rivalry necessary to success must 
iuure to the benefit of the South.

The Indianapolis Journal an- 
nounces that its publishers intend to 
change that paper to a quarto on the 1st of 
January next. 



REAPING THE WHIRLWIND. 

At the risk of wearying our renders with 
the subject, we desire to say a few words 
on two points of the Jourual'a reply of 
yesterday to our article of th^*flay previ- 
ous. We felt that the tone and drift of its 
article, "Looking Away from Home," of 
last Wednesday morning, were vicious and 
wicked, or else the writer was criminally 
deficient in judgment for an editor of a 
public journal. Whilo he charged the 
idleness of the freedmeu and their refusal 
to return to their old homes and go to 
work, to downright wilfulness on their 
p ut, we claimed that the real cause was 
not to l»e sought in au obstinate aud per- 
versa disinclination to do anything for 
themselves, but in the fact that, reasoning, 
;u4 far and as correctly as they are capa- 
ble, just as other people do, from the facts 
and statements accessible to them, they 
are made so timid and so distrustful of 
the good faith of tho South towards them 
that they cannot trust themselves in its 
power. This we claim to be generally 
true. We alluded to some of these facts, 
and thought we showed plainly enough, 
for any candid and reasonable man to see, 
that here lay the main difficulty. "We 
presume," says the Journal in its reply, 
"there have been some crimes of the kinds 
mentioned committed at tho South by 
Southern people." Does the Journal mean 
that it does not know that these things 
are so? If we mistake not, it has not yet 
inform: J its readers of the murder of four 
discharged colored soldieis by a party of 
rebels in Nelson county in this State last 
Friday night. Is there nothing intention- 
al in this ignorance which can Bay "We 
presume"? 

We have no desire lo deal in recrimina- 
tions over these occurrences. But we do 
desire that the Journal may have one more 
chanct? to see the truth it seems thus far to 
have missed; and so will state two facts 
which we might have told the Journal the 
other day. We know from actual observa- 
tion that abducting negroes to sell them 
was frequent in Memphis, Tennessee, in 
18G3. They often escaped from their abduc- 
tors and returned to the cit}*. 

One month ago, Major Re-eves, who had 
been in the Frcedmen's Department for 
some time in that district, and was then 
chief excutive officer of the Bureau there, 
told us that planters, of whom many came 
daily to the city from the surrouhdirg 
country, from Arkansas and Mississippi, 
with the hope of hiring freedmeu to go to 
their farms anil work, uniformly failed to 
get a single hand. Said he: "There are 
16,000 negro .-s in this city. They all know 
me, and will believe what I tell them, save 
on one point. Were I to 6tart out now to 
engage hands for these planters to take with 
them to their plantations, I probably should 
not find one who would go, But if I wished 
thern to go with me and work for me, with 
the promise that I would stay with them, I 
could get one hundred in a few hours. They 
will not go out of the city to labor with any 
• >f the citizens here. They are afraid to go." 
These 16,000 negroes had gathered in the 
city I t protection from Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas and West Tennes.si o. 

But there are cither causes than the crimes 
mentioned for the r fusal of the negro to 
work. And those other causes give a fear- 
ful exemplification of the proverb, "Curses 
will come home to roost." 

WW the Journal bear in mind that we 
; never denied thut the freedmen have all the 
| ignorance and degration, and all the vices 
which ii bondage like that of American 
i , lasting more then ten generations, 
must entail upon any race. And we have 
no more s ii:j „thy, no stronger plea to 
make lor them than we should have for 
j any other raec in the same condition. 

Tne Jourt iii says that we have the hardi- 
h<Kxi to say that the freeduien dare not go 
to work, but "tho testimony is that thej* 
won't work" as a class, and proceeds to 
quote, in proof of their asserted sheer wil- 
mlness, iiuui the Greenville, (East Ten- 
n< s>ee New lira, the Montgomery (Ala- 
brma) Advertiser and Gen. Fullerton's 
speech in Louisiana to the freed people 
there. We grant it might till columns with 
editorials lrom Southern papers, appeals 
from the Frecdmen's Bureau, etc., of a like 
character. 

But, unfortunately for the Journal's 
view, two of its friends prove too much, 
and the third, the Greenville Era, shows 
such a feeling towards the freedmeu as to 
vitiate i;s testimony, Here is a part of the 
same editorial of the Era, as that from 
which the Journal quotes in support of its 
position: 

Aud we thins: it due to ourselves to ig- 
nore them in toto, and not empldy them in 
any way, but procure in their stead white 
laborers and servants, which would neces- 
sarily drive this indolent people out of tae 
country. We have done enough for the ne- 
gro, ami if, protecting our own self-interest, 
Cully should Mlfler, it will be attributable 
to his own i Uei.es-> and unfaithfulness. 

Wo submit in all candor that such a araV 
MM b»-tra>8 too strongly his prejudices lo 
make his testimony conclusive, especially 
when his statements ot facts are open to the 
same explanation of causes as tho other two 
witnesses irivc. 

The second witness, the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser, says : 

Thus far we are sorry to say that expe- 
rience teachi s that negroes, in a free condi- 
tion, will not work on the old plantations. 
They have crowded to the cities and towns. 
Many have actually died from want and 
starvation, and still the delusion hauuts 
their misguided souis that something bet- 
ter will turn up for l^em in the future. 
Evil-minded persons have instilled perni- 
cious notions into their heads, until, with 
BJBjV visions of future honor aud glory which 
will never be realized, they persistently re- 
lus ' to tnler into contracts for the n; xt 
year, and leave the future prospects of our 
farmers gloomy and uncertain. 

General Fullerton, the third witness 
brought forward, gives the usual amount 
of advice to his hearers to return to their 
oid plantations, go to work, aud be indus- 
trious and frugal, saying, in the course of 
his remarks: "Do not fear that you will not 
be paid for your labor." And again: "Some 
of you have the mistaken notion that free- 
dom means to be idle." This is the sum of 
General Fullerton's testimony. We think 
our readers will agree with us that the Ad- 
vertiser aud General F. agree in saying 
that there is a cause for 'the general disin- 
clination of the freedmen to go to work be- 
side sheer willfulness. 

We wish to use more of tho Journal's 
witnesses. October 26, Brig. Gen. Tillson, 
Assistant Commissioner of the Freedinan's 
Bureau in Georgia, delivered an address 
before a large audience in Milledgeville, 
"composed of most of the members of the 
Constitutional Convention, private citi- 
zens," and others. His subject was the na- 
ture, objects, and plans of the Bureau in 
that State. The character of his andience 
and his ofilchtl position are guarantees that 
he knew what he said to be true. We 
make a few extracts from an abstract of his 
speech, published in the Cincinnati Gazette: 

They must be secure in the fruits of their 
labor, their persons, families, and homes. 
1 do not propose to ignore the prejudices of 
the people with reference to the freedmen. 



You may suppose, and you may be correct, 
that, you understand the negroes better 
than we cau do. But we are in a much bet- 
ter condition than you to know the wroi gs 
and outrages daily perpetrated upon the 
treed men, and you would bo shocked and 
mortified by the hideous array. 
• *••••*** 

The freedmen must be made to t'eel se- 
cure in the rights which have been guar- 
anteed them, or they will be restless and 
suspicious, and their labor unreliable and 
unprofitable. Uunfortuuatety men are 
found in the State who go about saying that 
when the troops are removed, slavery or 
something akin to it will be re-established, j 
This keeps the freedmeu in a constant state 
Of alarm. 

• *»••• 

While the vast majority of the people of 
Georgia are at all times willing Lo do right, 
there are some who think it meritorious to 
abuse the weak and helpless freedmen, and 
Kiory in their shame. 

If a man Is persistently abused even bya 
single individual in a community, aud no 
one manifests any sympathy for him, ho 
must inevitably conclude aft -r awhile that 
no one thero wishes aim any better treat- 
ment than he is getting. 

The Montgomery Advertiser speaks of 
evil delusions having possession of the 
freedmen, and General Fullerton says some 
• >f them think that freedom means liberty 
to be idle. How came they to have these 
delusions? The following, taken from the 
New York Post, answers this question bet- 
ter than anything we can say: 

Pwple complain in the South that very 
many of the negroes firmly believe the 
lands of their former owners are to be di- 
vided amongst them. In almost every 
Southern Stale we find traces of tuch a be- 
lief; 'in Virginia and elsewhere the officers 
of the Freedmen's Bureau have been called 
upon to convince the blacks of their error. 
We notice in the Galveston News a report 
that in San Augustine county "the negroes 
are doing little or no work, about nine- 
lenlhs of them are remaining with their 
former luasteis, and they have the same 
ideas thero that their brethren have in oth- 
er parts of the Stat* — that the iaud>- are to 
be parcelled out and farms furnished to 
e*ach of them the coming year. They v. iii 
remain at their old homes until Chridtmas, 
but alter that, as to what they will do, the> 
have not come to any definite conclusion. 
Flake's Bulletin confirms this report— but 
proceeds at the same time to 'show the peo- 
plo whence this impression at belief origi- 
nated. Of eoniaa "the Abolitionists" are in 
reneial blamed for it, as they have been 
blamed for every bad thing under heaven; 
but the Bulletin expluins its origin in a 
very few words: 

During the war, w hen designing politi- 
cians wished to fire the Southern heart 
anew, they told the people that if they did 
not succeed in secession their lauds would 
be divided amongst their slaves, and the 
whites of the South woukl*be placed be- 
neath the blacks, and become hewers ol 
wood and drawers of water. Politicians 
sail so lioin ihe stump lo audiences in 
which there were negroes. Their presence 
there can easily belunderstood by all who 
are acquainted 'with the Southern States— 
they were thei\» as carriage-drivers, wait- 
ers, and ladies' maids. They heard these 
things, and reported them to others. The 
newspapers, containing the same aaaar- 
tions, wero carried into the different home- 
steads, and their contents read and dis- 
cussed before the negroes. The assertion 
that the Federal officers were in the habit 
of associating with the colored females, Was 
made before female servants. In a lew 
words.all the false statements which formed 
a great deal of the political capital of the 
war orators, preachers, aud presses, were 
carried from the political gatherings, par- 
lors, and diuiug-tables to the houses of the 
family servants, and from there to the 
fields. Many of the whites made these as- 
sertions, and regarded it as rank treason to 
contradict them. Some of the negroes were 
foolish enough to believe them. When a 
Confederate Senator turned to the poor 
men in a speech, near Houston, and told 
them that alter the downfall of the Con- 
federacy their daughters would be ap- 
proached with offers of marriago by ne- 
groes, it is probabl i that some negroes 
heard the address. It was published, aud 
read and discus , d i;i many households 
throughout this SLate, and negroes heard 
and repeated it. Alter reflecting, sensible 
men will not be surprised that some of the 
negroes entertain these false ideas. 

Surely, they have sown the Avini and 
they are now reaping the whirlwind. 

If there >s one truth under heavon more 
important than another lo the South to-day 
in its policy towards the freedmen, it is this: 
that tho system under which he has lived, 
and not he himself, is to be blamed for his 
present condition. It amazes and grieves 
us that the public press, aud so many of 
the people of the South, pour out all their 
vials of wrath upon his head. They con- 
tinue to treat him and talk about him as if 
there were not two hundred years of bond- 
age at his back, flooding him with ignor- 
ance, superstiiion, stupidity and weakness 
of will and judgment. 

It is this inhuman, this unchristian and 
ungodly shuffling of tho responsibility that 
is aggravating an hundred-fold the diffi- 
culties of adjusting and re-establishing the 
relations of peaceful and prosperous society 
at the South. God knows, aud we know 
as well as do ihe jieople there, what an in- 
cubus, often nuisance, is the negro popula- 
tion there now. Wo have no disposition 
to deny any of the facta, not to evade the 
lessons they teach, but wo dd think that 
the Journal and its like show a most la- 
mentable and criminal blindness to the 
highest self-interest; of themselves and the 
whole country in their manner of treating 
this matter. And, as if to seal their dam- 
nation, the}' spurn the help of well.dispos- 
eu people of the North to aid them in re- 
moving the evils of their situation. 

In Greenville, Tennessee, where dwells 
one of the thuuuerers after the Journal's 
own heart, tho people would not suffer 
colored | schools to be continued after 
the troops wero withdrawn. We had ii 
from the chief executive officer of the 
Freedmeu's Aid Association of Cinciuuatl, 
that when the troops were withdrawn from 
that town, the people in their way n> titled 
the teachers of the three flourishing colored 
schools there that they must close their 
schools at once. The Association had es- 
tablished these schools, and was supporting 
them, and would have been glad to con- 
tinue doing so, but the citizens would not 
suffer it. 

We are painfully aware that such discus- 
sions as this beween the Journal and our- 
selves are, lo a certuin extent, unfortunate 
just now. The public mind, ivud private 
minds too, need to be assuaged: The as- 
perities and angles need to be smoothed aud 
rounded. And it is only because we believe 
that the course of the Journal and of those 
agreeing with it would, if unrebuked, work 
greater mischief than such a discussion 
could, that we say an y thing.

Wmm n New Albany.— Thursday night 
about twelve o'clock a fire broke out in 
Halns & McCulloch's flouring mill in New 
Albany. Tho fire was first discovered in 
tho second story, and as no fire or lighhs 
had .been used in that part of tho building 
duriug tho day or eveniug, it ia but fair to 
presume that tho conflagration which en- 
sued was the work of an incendiary. 

There was a largo amount of wheat— over 
7000 bushels— flour, ship stuff, and other 
stock in the building, nearly all of which 
will prove a total loss. About ono hundred 
and twenty barrels of flour, a lot of empty 
bairels, and the safe and books of the mill, 
with a few other articles, were saved.

The stock In the mill was not insured, 
and Messrs. Hains Jc McCulloch estimate 
their loss on the stock of wheat, flour, <fec„ 
destroyed, at ?22,0u0, Tho total loss on

£5J,000. On the buildings and machinery 
there was an insurance of §7000, divided 
among threo otlices.

Cholera on the Steamship Atlaata— 
Later Accounts ol the Disease. 

New Yomk, Nov. 3.— Later accounts 
from the steamship Atlanta state that 
the i»itMseno;< j ra ol the Atlanta, num- 
bering 562, were prinr-ipally Germans, ci- 
OSj tin"; the cabin passengers, of wh.'nn 
there wore 48. The vessel had taken nearly 
all the latter ou board at London. Shu 
also took t.n part of the steerage passengers 
at London; but she stopped at Havre, where 
more passengers were received. The per- 
sons who iirought the cholera on board 
came from Havre. On the first day after 
the Atlanta w. nt to sea, one of them, a 
child, was attacked and died. Ou tho fol- 
lowing day others became sick, but tho dis- 
Bfasp was confined entirely to the steerage. 
None of the cabin passengers were iu the 
least degree affected by it. Tne cases of 
xickness numltered, as is reported else- 
where, from 50 to 60, and there were 15 
deaths. The steerage passengers on the 
Atlanta did not know till they arrived at 
this port that the disease that was among 
them was the cholera. Some of tho most 
intelligent among them suspected, but the 
physician care'ully withheld positive in- 
formation from them, fearing tlie ell'ect of 
excitement. It is thought this accounts for 
the fact that only 15 of the 500 persons 
bxposwd to the disease died of it. The pas- 
sengers manifested very little anxiety. 
They did not seem to be much alarmed, 
even alU'r i l.i y 1 arned the> nature of the 
epidemic of which they were suffering. 

The dead were buried soon after they 
breathed their last; they were not iu any 
case kept more than an hour. The Assist- 
ant Health officer was conducted to the 
steerage of the Atlanta between nine and 
ten o'clock last evening. There was no 
light except that which came from a lan- 
tern, aud only one of the passengers could 
be seen at a tmfe. They were not separated 
but were- in births as they had been placed. 
Two ot the number were in a state of con- 
valeseuce; others were in first stages of 
choleia. There were no unusual sights, 
but a few persons were groaning. This ai- 
leron m the Assistant Health officer ordered 
the Atlanta to the lower bay, where she 
now is, 15 m ilea from this city. The hos- 
pital ship, known as the Florence Nightin- 
gale, has been ordered to her station, and 
patients will be removed to her and treated 
lor on board. 

Later intelligence is from Dr. Walzer, 
who has charge of the patients on the At- 
lanta. The number of deaths up to three 
o'clock this evening is 19; the number of 
cases on board at the time was more than 
twenty.

The Cholera— Meeting of Health Com- 
missioners of New York. 

Mi w Yobk, Nov. 3.— A special meeting of 
the Health Commissioners was held at noon 
to-day, iu consequence of the reported 
presence of tho cholera. The committee ap- 
jtointed at the last meeting to draft a me- 
morial, petitioning the General Government 
lor the use of the lands ot Sandy Hook, for 
a quarantine, represent the necessity of a 
rigid quarantine iu several of the ports of 
the country, to guard against the introduc- 
tion of the cholera; that the authorities of 
New York, are without a proper place to 
establish a quarantine, to meet the antici- 
pated emergency in this dilemma. They 
earnestly rtque&t the General Government 
to grant, for a temporary quarantine 
ground, so much of the lands as shall be 
necessary, now owned by the Government 
El Ban ly Hook, in the Lower Lay. The 
memorial was adopted. 

Drs. Sayres and Lrson, and Mayor Cleve- 
land, were appointed a committee to pro-, 
c ied to Washington and lay the matter be- 
fore the Government.

Cause of tbe St. John Disaster. 
New York, Nov. 3— Last Monday 

Messrs. John M. Weexs aud John Hopper, 
steamboat inspectors, took m -sures to in- 
vestigate the cause of the St. John's explo- 
sion. Mr. H. entered the steamer and saw 
at once the cause was a defect in the iron 
near the point where the flange was turned. 
The defect mnst have been itnjiereeptibleat 
the time when the Government inspection 
was made. 

Considerable testimony had been elicited 
with a view to thoroughly investigate cause 
of the explosion. Mr. Wright, second en- 
gineer of the St. John, testified that there 
was about twenty-eight pounds of steam 
in the boiler; had never discovered indica- 
tions of weakness in the boiler; saw no one 
■■lisp in the ei irine-room. 

The foreman f the boiler-shop at the De- 
lameter Works, who has been in the busi- 
ness for twenty vears, testified he examin- 
ed the exploded boiler. He would consider 
the boiler well built and properly braced. 
He thinks the boiler safe to carry forty 
pounds of steam. 

Wm. Fletcher examined the boiler. He 
thinks the cause of the explosion was the 
continual working of the iron from expan- 
sion and contraction, or the continual pul- 
satiou in this part of the boiler. 'He does 
not think there was any original" defect in 
in the iron. He thinks there was plenty 
water in the boiler at the time of the explo- 
sion. 

^IThe chief engineer of the St. John.Jas. 
Hook, was off watch at the time of the ex- 
plosion, going soon after 1 a. m. He left 
about tweutv-iive pounds of steam on 
when lie w. nt off. The boilers were con- 
ttactt.d for in 180J, and put in in July, 1865. 
The boilers were built uuder his supervis- 
ion, and he thought them properly con- 
structed, lie thinks the explosion occur- 
red by the continual relieving ol the boiler 
from pressure in taking st^am iu the cyl- 
inder. 

Other testimony was taken, and the in- 
vestigation is being continued. The conlu- 
sions are that the explosion was caused by 
E defect in the boiler. 



The*L,oit Steamer Republic— Sufferings 
of a Portion of the Crew.

They 
remained four nights aud three days with- 
out food or water, at the mercy of the 
winds and waves. Their sufferings were 
terrible.

The Loudon Time a Favors Gladstone for 
the Premiersuip— Last Moments of Lord 
Palmerston. 

New York, Nov. 3. — In the foreign files 
received by the Java the London Times fa- 
vors the appointment of Gladstone to the 
Premiership. It says the country has a 
right to expect the services of men who 
have attained but uot passed the period of 
their full intellectual vigor. Lord RmmU 
is seventy-three years of age; he has ex- 
hausted the various offices; he has received 
the highest honors tho Crown can bestow, 
and his aspirations may now be fairly set- 
tled. Lord Clarendon, who may be con- 
sidered another candidate for the office, is 
soni" years younger than Lord Russell, but 
though an experienced and able diplomat- 
ist, his official life has probably made him 
more conversant with the ways and man- 
ners of foreigners than of his own country- 
men, and he has at least given no proof 
that he possesses those sympathies with 
Euglish ideas and habits which Lord Pal- 
inerstou 
without 
iu this country 

The London Daily Telegraph says, the 
members of Lord Palmerston's family were 
by no means prepared for so abrupt a term- 
ination of his illness, and gives the follow- 
ing account of his last moments : His state 
of • up to the last remained unclouded, 
tit fJ isiu the full possession of his facul- 
ties, Bad suffered very little pain, but there 
MM a lassitude over him, wnich prevented 
any effort or wish to converse; questions 
put to him were either disregarded or an- 
swered by a look or sign. A silence, half 
imposed by weariness, and half of his own 
inclination, possessed him on tho day be- 
lore his death: however, when in ■ do^e, 
preceding the change, his mind was evi- 
dently still amid its old associations, for ho 
was heard to murmur, as in a dream, the 
treity with Belgium, yes, read me that sixth 
BUMM again. But at last a perfectly peace- 
ful demise crowned the long and serene 
heallhfulness of his life. He sank 
away jrently, flickered a little, like an 
expiring lamp, and then went out 
rather than died, and they hardly 
know in tho death chamber, at which mo- 
ment the statesman whose name had been 
on every pago of our history for ftftj years 
ceased to breathe the living. 

The widow of the Premier has been 
cheered lay tlie cordial sympathy of the 
Queen, lief Majesty, when the news of the 
seizure of her first Minister was conveyed 
to her, instantly wrote to her, expressing 
her concern, and requesting to be kept in- 
formed of the Premier's stall ; and when the 
worst intelligence reached Balmoral, she 
wrote to assure Lady P. of her heartfelt and 
deep sympaty with her under this deep 
trial 

The Daily News says we cannot, perhaps, 
better appreciate tbe peculiar merits of Lord 
Palmerston's character than by contrast- 
ing him with two yet greater men whom 
death withiuayear liasstrucl down. Rich- 
ard Cobden, penetrated and mastered by 
the idea of a great truth, gave his life to 
mako it triumph over every opposition. 
Abraham Lincoln, not thus strong iu feel- 
ing tho weight of principle, yet shrank 
from putting it in action till circumstances 
forced him to act. Lord Palmcistou, who 
tilled a larger space in the world's field of 
view than either, leaves less by which he 
will be known than either, lor thero never 
was a principle to which hodevoted him- 
self, thero were many that hu supported, 
but it ever was because in his eyes they 
were right, but because thoro were conve- 
nient expressions of an irresistible public 
opinion. So though he aided in the tri- 
umph of many, there are none with which 
his name will be associated. 

The Morning Star remarks on the event 
as the closing of a whole era in the history 
of England. 

The Paris Press, anticipating speedy 
reforms as a consequence as a Premier's 
death, says: The old policy will be interred 
in Lord Palmerston's tomb, and the hour 
of Democracy will soon strike in Liberal 
England. The statesman who would suc- 
ceed to the heritage of Lord Palmerston 
must have the courage to become the 
Robert Peel of universal suffrage. 

A meeting of the holders of the rebel cot- 
ton loan was held in London on the 18th of 
October, for the purpose of receiving a re- 
port from the committee appointed on the 
4th of September. The committee reported 
the amouut of bonds in circulation at two 
million four hundred pounds sterling. 
They had submitted the case to Mr. Flem- 
iug, Queen's Counsel, who gave a long and 
elaborate opinion, entering fully into the 
doctrine of State rights, saying th.. t the 
Confederate States had uot lost their exist- 
ence as independent States before the con- 
traction of this loan. He thinks there is no 
grouud upon wbiah the original validity of 
the load can bo called in question. 

Ii his views are correct, then the United 
St ttes, h-tviug taken the property of the 
Confederate States subject to tho charge of 
the loan, that which has bcooiuo the prop- 
erty of tbe United States continues liablo 
Jo the charge. On this opinion Iboouni- 
mittee remarked that the opinion of Mr. 
Fleming iu the case leaves no doubt that, 
sooner or later, either the United States, or 
the States which lormed the confederation, 
will recoguize and pay tbe loan.
